Jackson, Miss.—Mississippi gov­ 
ernm ental agencies in the future 
will give preference in public p ur­ 
chases to products made of cotton 
and cotton seed. 
The Senate and House of R epre­ 
sentatives in a 
joint 
resolution 
have instructed .that “w here con­ 
sistent with economy, preference 
should be given by all 
depart­ 
ments, bureaus and agencies of the 
state, charged with the responsi­ 
bility of purchasing supplies and 
m aterials with public funds, to 
m aterials m anufactured from cot­ 
ton and cottonseed.”

In wooded tracts of the Ozark 
region are a number of shrubs, ex­ 
cellent for 
ornamental 
planting, 
that are overlooked by many 
of 
us when we plant exotic, ‘intro­ 
duced shrubs for which we pay a 
fancy price.

always 
been possible to obtain these from 
private nurseries but the 
forest 
nurseries of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture are now 
propagating some species in num ­ 
bers. 
The nursery in 
Meramec 
Forest distributed more than 300,- 
000 seedling 
trees 
and 
shrubs, 
nearly all native species, for plant­ 
ing on both public 
and 
private 
grounds last year. 
Near the top of the list for pure­ 
ly ornamental planting we would 
place the wahoo, or burning bush, 
of the genus euonymus. Just now 
it will be found blooming through­ 
out this region, both on rocky hill­ 
sides and in valley woods, w here 
it reaches the height 
of 
6 to 8 
feet, usually in the form of a small 
tree. 
It is very hardy and easily 
grown and should the top be kill­ 


ed by any reason it will not fail to ; 
sm d up sprouts from the root. The ; 
sm aller branches and twigs are 
square in recti?n and vigorous new i 
growth will often have a project­ 
ing wing on each 
of 
the 
four 
angles. 
It is attractive 
in 
both 
blossom and .'ruit. 
The blooming 
season is one of the longest last­ 
ing through June and into July. 
Individual flowers are purple, very 
small but produced 
in 
intricate 
profusion 
on 
thread-like 
stems 
which project in 
all 
directions 
throughout 
the 
length 
of 
the 
branches and twigs. 
The berries, 
when m ature in autum n, arc bril­ 
liant scarlet and orange, 
similar 
to bittersw eet, though each on a 
separate stem, and of the three- 
cornered shape which we assoc­ 
iate with hats worn by soldiers of 
the early colonial days. 
The tree 
in the fall, well leaded with ber­ 
ries, stand 
out in the landscape 
with the flare of a blazing torch. 
The fruit i not of great value for 
wildlife but is us«.d by cardinals, 
mockers, and some other of 
the 
larger birds. 
This shrub may be grown from 
' seed although the process is one 
requiring attention to detail. Ex­ 
perim ents conducted by R. O. Dan- 
son, superintendent of the M era­ 


mec Forest nursery, indicate that 
the seeds do not germ inate readily 
and should be stratified—packed 
in alternate layers with peat moss 
and sand, and held through one 
season when it will 
sprout 
on 
planting the second year.

BUY COTTON GOODS

In wooded tracts of the Ozark 
region are a num ber of shrubs, e x ­ 
cellent for 
ornam ental 
planting, 
that are overlooked by m any 
of 
,,i: when we plant exotic, -intro­ 
duced shrubs for which wc pay a 
fancy price. 
It has not 
always 
been possible to obtain these from 
private nurseries but the 
forest 
nurseries of the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture arc now 
propagating some species in n u m ­ 
bers 
The nursery in 
M eram ec 
Forest distributed more than 300,- 
000 seedling 
trees 
and 
shrubs, 
nearly all native species, for p lan t­ 
ing on both public 
and 
private 
grounds last year. 
Near the top of the list for p u re­ 
ly ornamental planting we would 
place the wahoo, or burning bush, 
of the genus euonymus. 
Just now 
it will be found blooming through­

feet, usually in the form of a small 
tree. 
It is very hardy and easily
